Turkish ambassador 
in Austria murdered 


VIENNA, Austria (UPI) — Three men 
carrying submachine guns in attache 
cases invaded the Turkish embassy to­ 
day, killed Ambassador Danis Tunaligil 
and fled in an gold-colored automobile 
The men spoke fluent English and 
drove a Mercedes with West German 
license plates but a police spokesman 
said they ‘‘looked like southern Euro­ 
peans.” 
“We do not know the motive and we 
have no clues but we are investigating 
political angles,” the spokesman said. 
Police picked up 13 suspects, all of 
them foreigners, for an identity check by 
Turkish embassy employes. 
The men entered the embassy in down­ 
town Vienna at about noon, passing a 
Viennese policeman always stationed 
outside. 
They fired three bullets into the head 
of T u n a lig il, 60-year-old c a r e e i 
diplomat, who died almost immediately 
Leaving their weapons and cases 
behind, they walked out of the embassy, 
again passing the policeman, and drove 
off in the gold-colored car. 
Because of the heavy traffic on Prinz 


Eugen Strasse the policeman did not 
hear the shots. 
Police said the men, described as 
between 25 and 35, after entering the em­ 
bassy forced a Turkish diplomat at gun­ 
point to direct them to Tunaligil’s office 
“ Are you the am bassador?” they 
asked. 
“No,” he replied, according to the 
police reconstruction. 
“Yes. you are,” they said to him. “Sit 
down.” 
The ambassador sat down and the men 
opened fire. 
Police had few clues 
“They spoke fluent English but they 
appeared to be south European types,” a 
police spokesman said. 
Police sounded an all-points bulletin 
for the assassins and picked up men with 
dark complexions at various points in 
Vienna. 
Three Yugoslavs, pursued by a police 
patrol ca r, 
w recked 
th eir own 
automobile trying to escape. 
“They probably had nothing to do with 
the killing, but had something else on 
their conscience,” a policeman said. 
Franco clings to power 
despite severe seizure 


MADRID, Spain (UPI) — Generalis­ 
simo Francisco Franco, the last of 
Europe’s right-wing strongmen, clung to 
power today, refusing to surrender his 
absolute rule despite a severe heart at­ 
tack, authoritative sources reported. 
A spokesman at Franco’s El Pardo 
Palace residence said today that the ail­ 
ing 82-year-old leader spent a quiet night 
and continued to recover from a heart at­ 
tack. 
“The chief of state has spent a quiet 
night,” the spokesman said. “He is 
recovering. He is up and spending the 
time in his private apartments.” 
Government sources said a team of 
four specialists kept Franco under close 
observation. “At his age, it is too early to 
say the danger is definitely past,” one 
government source said. 
A government communique Tuesday 
said Franco suffered an “acute coronary 
deficiency.” 
Madrid was inundated for two days 
with rumors that the chief of state had 


died, and his one-man rule of nearly 40 
years had come to an end. 
But government sources said although 
the attack was severe, the leader of the 
rightist forces in the 1936-39 Spanish civil 
war showed remarkable toughness and 
fought off death. 
“ Franco’s doctors expect him to 
recover,” a government official said 
“They are not worried, but they are 
keeping him under close surveillance.” 
A government spokesman said a team 
of four medical specialists kept Franco 
under close observation today at his El 
Pardo Palace residence. 
Some 
politicians predicted Franco 
would transfer power — at least tem­ 
porarily — to 37-year-old Prince Juan 
Carlos de Borbon, the grandson of 
Spain’s last monarch, King Alfonso XIII. 
Prime Minister Carlos Arias Navarro 
visited Franco’s suburban El Pardo 
Palace Tuesday and then met with the 
prince. Arias returned for a 45-minute 
talk with Franco. 
Trouble seen in House 
for New York City aid 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A Republican 
opponent of federal intervention to save 
New York City from default predicted 
today such a bill would be approved by 
the House Banking Committee but run 
into trouble on the House floor. 
Rep 
Willis D. Gradison Jr., who 
served as mayor of Cincinnati before his 
election to the House last fall, said op­ 
position to a loan guarantee bill was run­ 
ning strong in Congress and throughout 
the country. 
“I understand there’s only one vote for 


New York in the Texas delegation,” 
Gradison told a reporter. 
But Rep. Lester L. Wolff, D-NY., after 
a closed caucus of House Democrats, 


said he sensed that rural opposition to 
aid for New York was softening He said 
rural congressmen previously had been 
provoked by a lack of urban support in 
the vote earlier this year on overriding 
President Ford’s veto of a farm bill.

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WASHINGTON (UPI) — The cost of living rose a moderate 0 5 per cent in 
September, more than double the August pace but closer to an accurate reflec­ 
tion of the overall trend of inflation, the Labor Department said today. 
The consumer price rise in September compared to a slight jump of 0 2 per 
cent in August — the smallest advance in three years 
But the September increase at an annual rate of 6 per cent was more consis­ 
tent with what economists believe is the current long-term trend of inflation 
It was considerably lower than the 1 2 per cent jump — 14 4 per cent annually 
— in July. 
Labor Secretary John Dunlop said the September figure generally reflects 
the underlying trend of inflation this year “This is about what’s been going 
on." he said “It’s about where I thought it might be ” 
Dunlop also told reporters he expected the September pace to continue for 
several months to come 
Referring to the previous figures from July and August, he cautioned “you 
can’t be taken in 
by these month to month to month variations “ 
Assistant Commerce Secretary James Pate called the latest figures “good 
news.’ He the annual rate increase of 6 per cent “reflects very closely to the

Guerrillas 
kidnap U.S. 
officials 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (U PI) - Guerrillas 
kidnaped two U.S. Embassy officials in a 
Moslem-Palestinian district of Beirut to­ 
day as they were driving to work Two 
Lebanese women employes also were 
seized but released and carried news of 
the abductions to American officials. 
The Lebanese government, meantime, 
admitted that it was powerless to stop 
the bloodshed and anarchy of six months 
of civil strife. Sniper fire and scattered 
gunfights pushed the casualty toll in the 
current six-week-old round of fighting 
between right-wing Christian and left- 
wing Moslem militias to more than 600 
dead and 1,500 wounded. 
The two Americans, the director and 
deputy director of the U.S. Embassy’s 
Regional Service Center, were among 
scores of persons kidnaped by gangs of 
gunmen freely roaming the capital's 
deserted streets. 
An embassy spokesman identified the 
officials as Charles Gallagher, 44. of 
Roanoke. Va., and William Dykes r. 65, 
of San Jose. Calif. 
The spokesman said the two men were 
abducted shortly after 7 a m while pass­ 
ing through the Comiche Mazraa, a lef­ 
tist Moslem and Palestinian area in 
western Beirut, on their way to work at 
the service center, the printing plant 
division of the U S Information Agency 
Two Lebanese women employed at the 
center also were in Gallagher’s car but 
were released by the gunmen and went 
to the embassy to report the incident 
It was not immediately clear whether 
the kidnapers were Lebanese or Palesti­ 
nian guerrillas, perhaps from the same 
commando group that kidnaped U.S. 
Army Col. Ernest R Morgan and held 
him for 13 days last July. 
The embassy spokesman said there 
has been no word from the kidnapers, 
“either direct or indirect ” 
“We are in touch with the Lebanese 
authorities and they are doing what they 
can 
They m anaged to n egotiate 
Morgan's release so we are hopeful that 
they will come through this time." the 
spokesman said 
Both men are married and have 
children Gallagher, the center’s direc­ 
tor, came to Beirut from Manila in 1972 
and is the father of four sons and a 
daughter. Dykes, who also served in 
Manila previously, arrived in Beirut a 
few months ago with his wife and son

Bloom proposes spending 
$400,000 of windfall'

Schools Supt 
Clarence Bloom last 
night recommended spending about 
$400.000 mainly on the expansion of 
vocational education and saving the 
balance of Lompoc Unified School 
District’s $16 million in windfall monies 
for a rainy day 
Bloom didn't say it quite that directly, 
but that was the net result of his ad­ 
ministration's presentation at a study 
session of the school board The board 
took no action but individual trustees did 
indicate some preferences that differed 
from Bloom’s and there was. in board 
president Gail S te ig e r’s words, a 
“consensus” favoring Bloom's recom­ 
mendations 
Next step is for the board's represen­ 
tatives to “ meet and confer” with the 
certificated employe council, on the use 
of the windfall monies, as ordered by a 
superior court judge, and finally, 
requests by Bloom to go to bid on 
specific projects Bloom said most of the 
recommendations could be in some stage 
of implementation in about six months 
Two members of a sparse audience 
challenged the actions of the administra­ 
tion Alberta Morgan called for use of 
the windfall monies to reduce the tax 
rate, and criticized the expenditure of 
money for vocational education as a 
duplication of programs of the county's 
Regional Occupation Program 
Gerald Niesen said the school district 
should utilize the vocational facilities of 
private firms and thus make it unneces­ 
sary to spend the district money on 
equipment and machinery 
Mrs Morgan was reminded that the 
tax rate was already set for this year and 
that the discussion under way on the 
windfall monies was for the next fiscal 
school program 
Braun acknowledged the value of 
Niesen’s suggestion, but said he had 
learned from hi^ own experience as a 
merchant that most private employers 
are reluctant to participate in training 
programs jointly with the district Braun 
is a pharmacist. 
On hand last night besides Steiger 
were trustees Karl Braun, Barbara Berg 
and Jack Helman Richard K Jacoby 
was absent 
Gordon deMarrais, vocational educa­ 
tion coordinator, carried the ball for 
presentation of the administration's 
recommendations He told of the agoniz­ 
ing that went into the final recommenda­ 
tions and of the shuffling of dollars and 
human needs that preceded the deci 
sions. 
Bloom’s recommendations will cost an 
estimated $380,000 He accompanied the 
list with a list of projects he recom­ 


mends holding for future consideration 
and two more lists, one, which was 
deleted from consideration because the 
projects in his view were “on going” and 
should be funded from the general fund, 
and the other, containing projects that in 
Bloom's view may be “nice, but not 
necessary' ” In the latter category are 
proposals for carpeting the principal’s 
offices, counseling areas and libraries at 
Lompoc and Cabrillo High Schools 
Here are the items Bloom recom­ 
mends for top priority in a bid for the 
windfall monies and the estimated costs 
of the individual projects Completion of 
library expansion programs at the six 
targeted elementary schools, $6,000, 
vocational and career inform ation 
centers at secondary schools, $7,000 for 
each high school. $3.000 at each junior 
high school and $1.000 at Maple High 
School, expansion of the automotive 
education facilities at Lompoc High 
School. $168.000. auto fuel and electric 
equipment and supplies at Iajmpoc High 
School. $16.807; auto fuel and electric 
equipment onlv at Cabrillo High School, 
$2.375. 
more study and support for 
elementary music and art programs. 


$23,000 
automotive, radiator, air con­ 
ditioning. Lompoc High School, $16.650 
graphics equipment at Cabrillo. $10,200 
photography facility expansion at both 
high schools. $12.000 auto fundamentals 
expansion equipment.

“Our talks have enabled us to have a 
clearer understanding of each other s 
views ” Chiao said “ This is useful 


The only touch of lightness in the two 
toasts came when Kissinger referred to 
his speaking a few words of Chinese dur­ 
ing a Sunday night welcome banquet in 
his honor Kissinger said tonight that as 
a mark of respect for his Chinese

I will not again inflict on them 
Chinese with a Cantonese accent

Oil production limits defeated 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The Senate 
narrowly defeated today an attempt to 
force the 15 biggest oil producers to give 
up their interests in refining or other 
aspects of the fuel industry’ 


Senators voted, 50-40 
to defeat an 
amendment by Sen Philip A Hart. D- 
Mich.. to emergency natural gas legisla­ 
tion 


Hart's proposal was designed to force 
the 15 largest producers of oil to cut out 
their refining, pipeline, marketing or 
service station interests 
Sen Russell B Long. D-La , said the 
Senate's rejection of the amendment will 
help the companies stay financially 
strong enough to find the new energy 
sources the nation needs 
“ Even now, profits in production are 
not nearly as high as they ought to be,” 
Long said “ You ought to be encouraging 
them to do more, instead of just the op­ 
posite,” 


The Senate then turned to another 
divestiture proposal, sponsored by Sen 
Edward M Kennedy. D-Mass , to force 
oil and gas firms to give up interests in 
other forms of energy, such as coal, oil 
shale, or uranium 
Senate Democratic leader Mike Man­ 
sfield said today Senate leaders had 
agreed to speed up work on the natural 
gas bill so Congress can “at least do 
something for the people in the greatest 
need (of natural gas) this winter 
The Senate approved an amendment 
today by Sen John V Tunney. D-Calif 
that would keep a federal price lid on gas 
that otherwise would be freed as con 
tracts expired Tunney’s provision would 
have the Federal Power Commission 
reassess costs each two years and set a 
new federal ceiling on gas under con­ 
tracts as they expire - a proposal he 
said would save consumers $5 billion 
over five years 
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sfield said today leading senators agreed 
to speed up work on the bill so Congress 
can at least do something for the people 
in the greatest need of natural gas* this 
winter 


Otherwise it could mean more than a 
half-million more people out of work 
he said referring to unemployment that 
could result if industries dependent on 
natural gas had to cut back production or 
even shut down in the winter 


The emergency portion of the legisla­ 
tion would allow suppliers to buy some 
gas on an emergence basis at prices 
higher than federal ceilings

Counsel advises 
County go slow 
on suing State

The county counsel's office 
advised the County Water 
Agency directors Tuesday that 
the county might be placed at a 
disadvantage if it sued the state 
for refusal to approve a 
transfer of county water en 
titlements from the State 
Project at this time. 
County Supervisor Frank J 
Frost, an agency director along 
with other supervisors, felt 
legal action might push the 
State Department of Water 
Resources into "hurrying up" a 
policy decision as to such 
transfers. 
Earlier, the Water Agency 
had received a report from its 
engineer-manager Charles 
Lawrance that the county could 
save millions of dollars in com­ 
ing years by temporarily selling 
its allotment to water-hungry 
purveyors in San Joaquin 
County pending a decision by 
the county here to finalize its 
state pact and actually receive 
its entitlement of up to 57,000 
acre feet a year. 
Assistant County Counsel 
Robert Curiel cautioned the 
agency directors to wait a bit 
and give the state agency time 
to make a study and reflection 
on a state-wide course of ac­ 
tion He said the current con­ 
tract with the state allows the 
state to withhold permission for 
such a transfer unless it is done 
"arbitrarily or capriciously." 
Such is not the case now, he 
stressed 


Supervisors 
give away 
pay increases 


The two county supervisors 
who said they would refuse to 
accept five per cent salary 
boosts awarded earlier this 
year and would instead donate 
the money to charitable causes 
are doing just that, it was 
learned Tuesday. 
Supervisor Frank J. Frost 
said that he is giving his ap­ 
proximate $50 monthly raise to 
the Santa Barbara Scholarship 
Foundation, while Supervisor 
Robert E. Kallman declared he 
is sending on his increase, "plus 
something additional," to the 
Good Shepherd Lutheran Home 
for mentally retarded persons. 
The other three supervisors 
who voted for their pay boost to 
$17,384 annually declared they 
felt they had earned their in­ 
crease 
They are Board 
chairman Francis H Beattie, 
Harrell Fletcher and James M 
Slater 
Supervisors are paid 
$668 65 bi-weekly under the 
latest salary ordinance, ac­ 
cording to the auditor- 
controller’s office. 
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Furthermore, the agency 
directors were told, San Luis 
Obispo County - which has also 
hoped to make a temporary 
transfer of its State water en­ 
titlement — is "waiting to see 
what the state is going to do” 
and contemplating any legal ac­ 
tion 


Santa Barbara County has 
already spent over $2-million 
with the state under an "in­ 
surance" pact that allows it to 
decide later whether to go all 
the way and order State Water 
after agreeing to finance multi- 
million dollar distribution 
facilities 


In another action Tuesday, 
the Water Agency voted to ac­ 
cept a revised version of a 
county position paper in regard 
to the State Water Project and 
the California Water Plan to be 
presented to the State Depart­ 
ment of Water Resources at a 
public hearing in Santa Maria 
Thursday night. 


Thirteen of the 20 members of 
the County Water Advisory 
Committee meeting in Solvang 
last Friday had approved the 
revised document, it was said 
But at Tuesday’s Water Agency 
session the position paper ran 
into criticism from Supervisor 
Frost and Montecito County 
Water District director Joan 
Kerns, a member of the ad­ 
visory com m ittee. Both 
criticized anticipated county 
supplemental water needs as 
being "inflated." claiming 
agricultural expansion is un­ 
likely to happen as some an­ 
ticipate. Hie position paper 
says much more water is 
needed by the county merely 
because there might be some 
20,000 acres of "reasonable 
potential for irrig a te d 
agriculture over 1974 levels." 


Kerns criticized Dr. William 
Bollay, Goleta Valley scientist, 
the committee chairman as 
"having a personal conflict and 
possible personal interest" in 
seeing to it county water needs 
were put higher than needed 
Dr. Bollay has been pictured as 
an owner of Goleta Valley lands 
which would increase greatly in 
value if State water were made 
available to them.

Juryman 
tells of 
oil probe

The county supervisors and 
county counsel’s office got a 
surprise the other day when 
they learned the Grand Jury 
was investigating complaints 
about north county oil opera­ 
tions as well as checking into 
the county’s controversial 
petroleum ordinance. 
In addition. Grand Jury sub­ 
committee chairman Scott 
Glenn, who used to be in the oil 
business himself, spent time 
with others on the panel in look­ 
ing into the office of County 
Petroleum Administrator Joe 
(ireen. 
They emerged with a great 
respect for Green, who has 
headed the Santa Maria office 
for two and a half years, and 
the operations of his office, 
mentioning in an interim report 
of the Grand Jury that the of­ 
fice was efficient, well-run and 
a "credit to the county." 
Later, we asked Glenn what 
started the Grand Jury probe 
up north in the first place. He 
mentioned landowners who 
were having problems with oil 
companies leasing certain 
properties and misusing land, 
according to complaints 
reaching him. 


While Glenn got into some of 
the problems, he said he wasn’t 
made aware of odor problems 
still plaguing Lake Marie 
homeowners. Odors there are 
still bad, we learned, during 
s till, foggy nights and 
presumably still are being 
traced by the County Air Pollu­ 
tion Control District staff.

“ Responsible budget-making 
goes beyond picking numbers 
out of the a ir. ..” Sen Edmund 
Muskie. D-Maine. told Lynn at 
a hearing before the new Senate 
Budget Committee that Muskie 
chairs.

Sinai peace 
pact work 
under way 


United Press International 
Israeli and Egyptian military 
officers went into the Sinai 
desert today to begin a series of 
meetings to discuss im ­ 
plementation of the new Middle 
East peace agreement. 
Representatives of the two 
counties were to meet at a 
small dusty outpost in the 
center of “ no man’s land’’ to 
work out any problems arising 
from Israel’s withdrawal from 
occupied desert territory. 
Under the agreement, Israel 
is to withdraw from 2,000 
square miles of territory, in­ 
cluding the Abu Rudeis and Ras 
Sudar oil fields on the Gulf of 
Suez, in six phases ending Feb. 
22, 1976. 
Israel planned to pull out of 
Ras Sudar by Nov. 15 in the first 
phase of the withdrawal. Seven 
American technicians from the 
Mobil Oil Co., which owns 50 
per cent of the field, were on 
hand to help out in the transfer 
The Israeli and Egyptian of­ 
ficers. acting under the terms 
of the peace accord signed Sept. 
4. agreed to meet at the 
Swedish-manned U N. Post 512 
in northwestern Sinai. 
The last time the two sides 
met at the buffer post was April 
4. when Egypt handed over the 
bodies of 39 Israeli soldiers 
killed in the October, 1973, Mid­ 
dle East War. 
The Israeli delegation is 
headed by Maj. Gen. Herzl 
Shafir, who took part in the re­ 
cent Geneva military talks that 
led to the signing of a protocol 
for implementing the pact. 
U N. forces closed the U N. 
buffer zone to reporters, saying 
newsmen will not be permitted 
at the outpost. No reason was 
given. 
Israel also postponed the first 
trip since 1956 of a ship carry­ 
ing Israeli cargo through the 
Suez Canal. The sailing was 
originally scheduled for Wed­ 
nesday. 
The state-run radio said Mon­ 
day Israel postponed sending a 
ship through the canal “ for a 
few days’’ because of dif­ 
ficulties in loading the cargo. It 
did not identify the cargo, the 
ship or its port.

President's 
cold said 
much better 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
President Ford’s sinus cold 
condition is “ very much im­ 
proved” and his temperature 
back to normal but he will con­ 
tinue limiting his activities to 
the White House fam ily 
quarters, a spokesman said to­ 
day. 
Deputy White House Press 
Secretary William Greener said 
White House physician Dr. 
William Lukash examined Ford 
this morning and reported the 
President “ has been without 
fever for the past 24 hours.” 


Greener said Ford “ will ex­ 
pand his activities today” but is 
continuing to take antibiotics 
and decongestants for the cold 
and sinus condition which has 
nagged him since last week. 
The President dressed for a 
series of meetings in his study, 
he said. 


Lukash ordered the 62-year- 
old chief executive to take a 
couple of rest periods today and 
has restricted Ford’s activities 
this week. Trips to Florida and 
South Carolina later in the week 
have been canceled. 


“ His condition is very much 
improved,” Greener said, quot­ 
ing Lukash. 
The President “ will expand 
his activities today” and Thurs­ 
day as his health improves, 
Greener added. 
Ford has been suffering from 
the sinus congestion since Sun­ 
day evening with a fever that 
has hovered slightly above 100 
degrees. This was his first il­ 
lness that has confined him 
since he assumed the presiden­ 
cy over 14 months ago. 


Ford arranged to meet just 
before noon with his economic 
advisers and at noon, he was 
holding his “ regular meeting” 
with Vice President Nelson A.

Santa Maria woman 
sentenced to die 


SANTA BARBARA (UPI) - 
A woman who hired three men 
to kill her husband was 
sentenced Tuesday to die in the 
gas chamber even though a 
juror said she was coerced into 
voting for the death sentence by 
other jurors. 
Superior Court Judge Arden 
Jensen ordered Mabel Glenn. 
51, to death in the San Quentin 
gas chamber despite protests 
from the woman’s attorney. 
Mrs. Glenn, of Santa Maria, 
was convicted in July of first- 
degree murder and the same 
jury decreed the death penalty 
after deliberating for only two 
hours. 
Evidence showed that Mrs. 
Glenn hired three Los Angeles 
men to kill her husband, Edgar, 
a retired Army sergeant and 
mailman, offering to share his 
$50,000 life insurance with 
them 
One of the men. Willie Lee 
Henderson. 33. was convicted in 
a separate trial. Sentencing is 
scheduled Wednesday. 
The other two men, including 
a juvenile, are serving sent­ 
ences in state facilities. 
Mrs. Glenn’s attorney. 
Robert Monk, filed a protest 
prior to Tuesday’s sentencing 
charging that Joyce Pearson, a 
juror, admitted she was 
coerced by other jurors into ap­ 
proving the death penalty. 


Mrs. Pearson said she “ felt 
very rushed” in voting, adding, 
“ my vote did not reflect a fair 
expression of my opinion and I 
was not and still am not con­ 
vinced beyong a reasonable 
doubt in regard to her involve- 


ment in the hiring of the killers. 
“ I know that my vote was 
coerced by pressures put upon 
me by other jurors.” 
Mrs Glenn, the first woman 
to come under the death penalty 
since a new California law 
became effective Jan 1. was 
subject to the “ special circum­ 
stances” provision of the law. 
namely — ‘murder for com­ 
pensation ” 


Lawyers delays

Pratt did not issue a judg­ 
ment. but instructed SEC and 
Lockheed attorneys to try to 
reach an agreement on his 
proposal by next Tuesday 
Under Pratt's suggestion. 
Lockheed would delete the 
names and countries in docu­ 
ments that involve the alleged 
bribes Each country and name 
would be coded 
The coded documents would 
be given to the SEC and the 
code to the judge The SEC at 
first would be able to decode 
the documents only with the 
court’s permission 
“ You'll get actually what you 
want,” Pratt said at the close of 
a hearing he held on the issue 
“ 
It might be inconvenient to 
hike over here ” 
But Pratt said Lockheed had 
legitimate concerns that data

MON ASTEREV IN 
Ireland 
(U PI) — The kidnapers of 
Dutch businessman Tiede Her- 
rema today refused offers to 
send food to their besieged 
second-story bedroom and defi- 
antly challenged police to 
"come and get us ” 
They also iaunted Herrema to 
trv to make a break, threaten­ 
ing to "blow his bloody brains 
out” if he did 
The kidnap case went into its 
19th day and the siege its se­ 
cond as an army of soldiers and 
policemen surrounded the kid­ 
napers' hideout and remained 
downstairs trying to negotiate 
the release of the 52-year-old 
Herrema 
There were no reports of 
progress It appeared that the 
army and police had decided to 
try to outlast the two Irish 
Republican Army kidnapers 
holding Herrema at gunpoint 
Offerings of food were angri­ 
ly rejected by the kidnapers, 
who shouted abuse and hurled 
light bulbs and even chess 
pieces down the stairs toward 
police officials there 
One of the kidnapers was 
identifed as Eddie Gallagher. 
27. described as "the most 
dangerous man” in the Irish 
Republic He was cornered with 
his girl accomplice believed 
to be 19-year-old Marian 
Coyle 
and Herrema in an up­ 
stairs bedroom while armed 
detectives, backed by soldiers, 
held the downstairs rooms 
The surrender appeals 
sparked a stream of invective 
from Gallagher 
“ I'm ready and waiting, 
he 
taunted 
“ They have made no new 
demands,” a policeman said 
“ They simply refuse to hand 
over their hostage ” 


A government spokesman 
said an offer of food was made 
to the kidnapers but was 
promptly rejected 
Throughout a wet and windy 
night in this small market town 
south of Dublin, police made 
regular appeals through loud 
speakers for the kidnapers to 
surrender 
Only once did the kidnapers 
respond 
"Come and get us," the\ 
shouted 
The Irish Republican Army 
renegades responded to earlier

MacBride directed 
that Ford be questioned by both 
prosecution and defense attor­ 
neys within the next 10 days, 
possibly when he visits Cali­ 
fornia Oct. 29-30, or at the 
White House 
The videotaped deposition 
containing Ford’s sworn state­ 
ments then could be shown at 
the Nov. 4 trial of Miss From­ 
me. 26, the red-haired Charles 
Manson cultist who became the 
first person accused under a 
new federal law of attempting 
to assassinate a President. 
John Virga, co-counsel with 
Miss Fromme. called Ford 
“maybe our most important 
witness.” 
The White House had no com­ 
ment on the order Tuesday and 
reported the Justice Depart­ 
ment was handling a response 
The jurist termed it “unfortu­ 
nate that the chief executive 
has 
to 
be 
put 
to 
this 
burden," but said Congress 
have contemplated such a situa­ 
tion when it passed a 1965 law 
making it a crime to attempt to 
assassinate the President. 
Arguing against the request 
for Ford’s appearance, U.S. At­ 
torney Dwayne Keyes read into 
the record a previously un­ 
released statement made by 
Ford to the FBI on what he saw 
during his walk Sept. 5 through 
the state Capitol park.

DENVER (UPI) - Gover­ 
nors. labor leaders, business 
executives, politicians and just 
plain folks came to tell Vice 
President Nelson Rockefeller 
their problems, but none had 
quite the impact of 8-year-old 
Francie O’Donnell. 
Francie’s problem was sim­ 
ple. Her family is poor and on 
welfare. She skipped school 
Tuesday to tell Rockefeller 
about it. 
The Denver girl was one of 500 
persons attending the first of 
six town meetings Rockefeller 
is conducting around the 
country to get public opinion on 
domestic policy 
“Us poor people are so poor, 
we’re just completely poor,” 
said Francie in a halting voice 
as she stood on a chair in front 
of a microphone. “We need 
money for food, for help and 
care. We need money for 
clothes. 
“We need money for a house 
— houses are too much,” said 
the little girl with brown hair 
and a bright red dress. “Our 
house is 90 bucks. We have to 
pay it to the landlord and one 
sink is completely broken 


“The landlord is not very nice 
to us.” 
Rockefeller replied, “I don't 
see how anybody could be mean 
to you.” 
“That’s true, but she is,” the 
little girl replied 


Later she told reporters she 
came to the meeting with her 
father. Rory O’Donnell, an un­ 
employed industrial engineer 
who is on welfare. 


“My mother’s dead She died 
from cancer in April.” she said 


Rockefeller was joined at the 
session by Health, Education 
and Welfare Secretary David 
Mathews. Labor Secretary 
John Dunlop, 
energy ad­ 
ministrator Frank Zarb. and 
James Cannon, executive direc­ 
tor of the White House 
Domestic Council. Rockefeller 
said he would take one idea to 
President Ford personally. 
That was the proposal of Larry 
Oches, the mayor of Colorado 
Springs, whose city has an of­ 
fice of “red tape cutter,” a 
person whose full-time job is to 
help citizens cut through the 
bureaucracy they find in deal­ 
ing with city government 
Senators concerned 
on arms pact delay 


WASHINGTON ( U P I) - 
Three liberal senators are con­ 
cerned that U.S.-Soviet negotia­ 
tions on curbing strategic mis­ 
siles and bombers may have 
bogged down and could delay a 
new arms control agreement 
until well into 1976. 
Sen 
Stuart Svmington, D- 
Mo., told the Senate subcom­ 
m ittee on arms control 
Tuesday: 
“At this point there is no cer­ 
tainty that a constructive 
SALT-II (Strategic Arms Limi­ 
tation Talks) agreement can be 
reached, and there is the 
danger that the two sides will 
remain so far apart that any 
agreement may accomplish lit­ 
tle if anything.” 
Sen Alan Cranston, D-Calif., 
told the House subcommittee 
on political-military policy he 
was troubled by “reports out of 
the executive branch that SALT 
II is in trouble and may not 
result in a treaty establishing 
some limits, even upper limits, 
on the strategic arsenals of the 
U.S. and U S S R, incorporating 
principles of strategic parity.” 
Sen 
Edward Kennedy, D- 
Mass., called on the Ford ad­ 
ministration to propose a ban 
on cruise missiles — essentially 
pilotless bombers — to break 
the remaining impasses. 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer has tried to scotch 
reports the arms talks follow­ 
ing the Ford-Brezhnev meeting 
in Vladivostok are in trouble 
Officials at the Arms Control 
and Disarmament Agency 
echoed Kissinger’s views. 
But some congressional aides 
said they, were worried that two 
political events in 1976 could in­ 


terfere with the conclusion of a 
second 
S o v ie t-A m erica n 
strategic arms accord: 
One is the U.S. presidential 
election. The other is the 25th 
Soviet Communist Party Con­ 
gress in February at which 
some experts have speculated 
Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev 
might step down because of ill 
health 
The informants said difficul­ 
ties in resolving remaining is­ 
sues have delayed, until at least 
J an u ary 
or 
F e b r u a r y , 
Brezhnev’s projected Washing­ 
ton visit.

San Joaquin Valley and with all 
future contracts 


MIAMI (UPI) — An Indone­ 
sian seaman who admitted 
killing four German officers in 
an apparent mutiny aboard a 
Panamanian freighter says he 
doesn't know why he killed the 
men and then scuttled the ship 
Gun Supardi’s confession, 
given to Coast Guard officers 
on his arrival in West Palm 
Beach Oct 12, was introduced 
into evidence in U S District 
Court 
Supardi. 23. said he beat two 
of the men to death with a ham­ 
mer after they survived his 
knife attack aboard the freight­ 
er Mimi the night of Oct. 10 
After hearing Supardi’s state­ 
ment. U S District Judge Peter 
Fay rejected a petition from 
the Indonesian government for 
a writ of habeas corpus for the 
release of Supardi, three other 
Indonesian seamen and a 
Filipino cook who survived the 
incident aboard the sunken 
freighter 
West Germany and Panama 
are also seeking custody of the 
men. 
Supardi's confession was 
made in the presence of Coast 
Guard officers aboard the West 
German freighter Lalli, which 
rescued the five Oct. 11 from a 
liferaft in the Old Bahamas 
Channel, between Cuba and 
Andros Island in the Bahamas 
Supardi said he first killed the 
Mimi’s chief engineer, Bernd 
Hesse, then Second Engineer 
Horst Hershe. Chief Mate 
Manfred Schmidt and finally 
Capt. Lothar Eckhart. 
“ I don't know why I killed 
him (Hesse). I cannot tell you.“ 
Supardi said He said he stab­ 
bed Hesse in the stomach while 
they were in the ship’s mes- 
sroom. but Hesse managed to 
run to the ship’s bridge Hesse 
reportedly had accidentally cut 
Supardi over his right eye three 
days earlier 
Then, “the second engineer 
(Hershe) came up to the mes- 
sroom and I killed him with a 
knife,’’ Supardi said 
“ He 
wanted to fight me because of 
what I did to the chief engineer 


“Next, I killed the chief of­ 
ficer (Schmidt). He was asleep 
in his cabin. I stabbed him in 
the stomach but he didn’t die 
right away He tried to go up to 
warn the captain but died 
before he could get up the 
stairs.” the seaman said 


Supardi said he went to the 
bridge and found Eckhart in the 
c ha rtro o m , 
holding 
the 
wounded Hesse 
He said the 
captain “ looked at me and 
grabbed the (radio) telephone 
and started sending an SOS or 
Mayday message. I stabbed 
him in the hand, stomach and 
face.” 


But, the confession con­ 
tinued, “I noted that the cap­ 
tain and chief engineer were 
not yet dead, although they 
couldn’t do anything but gasp 
for breath I hit them on the 
head with a hammer until they 
were dead.’ 
Supardi said he 
then woke up the other 
crewmen and ordered them at 
knifepoint to lower a lifeboat 
He said he opened the sea cock 
in the engine room to sink the 
ship 


BUENA PARK (U P I) 
Richard Nixon is working 
harder, getting healthier and 
planning a trip to China. Rabbi 
Baurch Korff reports after 
another visit with the former 
President at his home in nearby 
San Clemente 
Korff, speaking in an inter­ 
view before a speech Wednes­ 
day night, said Nixon recently 
received a letter from Chinese 
leader Mao Tse-tung describ­ 
ing Nixon as “ one of the 
greatest leaders of our time” 
and inviting him to China for a 
visit 
Nixon accepted. Korff said 
and plans to make the trip some 
time after a visit from his 
daughter Julie ami her bus 
band, David Eisenhower 
The rabbi, one of Nixons 
strongest supporters since the 
days shortly before his resigna 
tion, visited the former Presi­ 
dent and Mrs 
Nixon at 
their secluded seaside estate 
last Sunday. 


He confirmed previous re­ 
ports that Nixon hopes to be ap­ 
pointed sometime in the future 
as a free-lance roving ambas­ 
sador, and said he would like to 
go first in that capacity to the 
China mainland 
The rabbi added his own en­ 
dorsement to Nixon’s hopes, 
saying it is lime for the nation 
to forgive ” 
It is imperative,” he insis­ 
ted, “ that Richard Nixon s 
talent, genius, nay obsession for 
peace be allowed to work for 
the nation “ 
Korff said Nixon spends three 
fourths of his time on his 
memoirs, and finds the work 
* anguishing” at times 
” He comes to many people he 
reallv Pygmalionized,” he ex 
plained, “and they have aban­ 
doned him 
They are painful 
memories ” 
Nixon still takes blood coagu 
lents twice a day and has his 
blood pressure monitored three 
times daily Korff said, but he

LOS ANGELES (UPI) 
Seven firearms experts who 
concluded two weeks ago that 
there is no evidence of a

cond gun” in the Robert Ken­ 
nedy assassination will return 
to Los Angeles next week to de­ 
fend their findings in court 
Citing a need for the public to 
know the truth. District Attor­ 
ney John Van de Kamp sum 
moned the experts to a public 
cross-examination 
Oct 
28 29 
before U S 
District 
Judge 
Robert A Wenke, who ordered 
their re-examiniation of 
evidence in the case 
“When the experts agreed in 
essence that only one gun fired 
the bullets, many of the parties 
to the case lost interest in pur­ 
suing the issue.” Van de Kamp 
noted 


“ I understand that attitude 
but I think it's important that 
these witnesses be tested in a 
traditional adversarial setting 


“The pursuit of the truth is 
the goal of the court It's our 
goal, too.” 


The experts announced Oct 
6. after a meticulous two-week 
study of ballistic evidence in­ 
cluding the 22-caliber revolver 
fired by Sirhan Sirhan the night 
of the 1968 California primary, 
that there was “no substantive 
or demonstrable evidence that 
more than one gun was used " 


They discounted assertions 
that there were “gross differen­ 
ces” on the bullet taken from 
Kennedy’s neck and bullets that 
struck bystanders at the Am­ 
bassador Hotel, but said there 


was insufficient evidence to say 
positively that all the bullets 
were fired from one gun 
Some critics, including for­ 
mer New York congressman 
Allard Lowenstein. have sug 
gested since then that the “se­ 
cond gun question” was not 
answered by the findings 
Van de Kamp said he per­ 
sonally has no reason to doubt 
the experts’ conclusions 
“ I simply want to ensure.” he 
said, "that we explore every 
avenue in assuring that the 
findings are accurate ”

More labor problems 
at '76 Olympic site 


MONTREAL (UPI) - Workmen at the 
1976 Summer Olympics sites have vowed 
to remain on strike until city officials 
justify identity card procedures which 
have blacklisttHl 300 men from the sites. 


A spokesm an for the M unicipal 
Department of Public Works said Tues­ 
day. however, the city and construction 
companies are waiting for the union to 
take the initiative and end the three-day 
strike 
A spi)kesman for the Quebi*c Federa­ 
tion of Labor said the workers walked 
out for the second time in three weeks 
because of the city’s reluctance to scrap 
an identity card procedure on the sites 
The cards were issued to workers last 
May by police after the Quebec govern­ 
ment released a report exposing corrup­ 
tion in the labor industry The identity 
c a r d s a r e u s e d to s c r e e n out 
"troublem akers.” 
" It’s impossible to work in these condi­ 


tions of repression and insecurity,” the 
union spokesman said. "The workers 
want the abolition of the blacklist and 
they want to know the reasons some guys 
must be fired from the Olympic site 
"Now we don’t even know the reason 
for the exclusion of about 300 workers in 
the last five months It is for the city to 
say what it will do to abolish this situa­ 
tion It’s not for us to give them an 
answer.” 
It was the second walkout on the sites 
since Sept 30 when 200 crane operators 
went on strike for four hours in protest of 
the identity cards 
A city spokesman warned Tuesday the 
workers might have to be put on three 
shifts a day. seven days a week to meet 
construction deadlines. 
Prior to this strike, reports said work 
at the Olympic sites was progressing at a 
rate that would have the installations 
completed in tim e for the July 17 opening 
of the games 


US goes for team titles 


MEXICO CITY (UPI) - The United 
States has shown its prowess in track 
and field, renewed its domination in 
swimming and proven itself once again 
in wrestling. Today it will try to regain 
some prestige in basketball and baseball 
at the Pan American Games 
The Americans have gone without a 
major international basketball victory 
since the 1968 Olympics, but that em bar­ 
rassment will be cured tonight if the U S. 
can knock off the Cubans. 
And over at the baseball stadium the 
U.S. club coached bv Florida Southern’s 


Hal Smeltzly will have a chance at the 
Cubans as well, a win in that game put­ 
ting the Americans into a gold medal 
contest with Mexico The U.S. team has 
won only one of the previous six Pan 
American baseball titles. 


While those two clubs were waiting 
their chance, the American gold medal 
tidal wave continued as the Games 
began to wind down 
Of the 23 gold 
medals decided Tuesdav. 15 went to the 
U.S. 
It was a 6-for-6 sweep for the United 


States in swimming, five of 10 first 
places in freestyle wrestling, a team 
gold in gymnastics, two in yachting and 
another at fencing in team sabre 
That brought the American gold medal 
total to 73 and moved them within range 
of the astounding 89 first places collected 
in the Games four years ago at Cali, 
Colombia. Cuba was far back in second 
place with 37 
As successful as the Games have been 
for the Americans, they would become 
even more so if the m en’s baseball and 
basketball clubs win. 


Fisk's shot 
is the dream 
of every boy 


BOSTON ( U P I ) - Ma ybe you 
remember how Roy Campanella always 
said you had to have some little boy in 
you to play professional baseball and no­ 
body goes along with him more on that 
than another big kid by the name of 
Carlton Fisk. 
You should’ve heard him go back to his 
boyhood in the Boston Red Sox dressing 
quarters early this morning after the 
majority of interviewers had gone, most 
of the pictures of him had been taken and 
what he had done out there on the field 
more than an hour before finally started 
to sink in. 
Johnny Bench, over in the losing 
clubhouse, had put it best about Carlton 
Fisk, 
"He did what every single one of us 
wanted to do,” said the Cincinnati 
catcher. "H e hit the home run that won 
the ballgame. If you were a ballplayer 
and ever wanted to pick the perfect spot, 
you couldn’t ask for a better one unless 
maybe it would be in the seventh gam e.” 
Carlton Fisk decided not to wait that 
long 
He stepped up there leading off the last 
of the 12th inning, took the first pitch for 
a ball off reliever Pat Darcy, then rip­ 
ped the second one high off the left field 
foul pole for a home run that brought the 
Red Sox a 7-6 storybook victory and 
squared the World Series at three games 
apiece 
Fisk had a hunch he was going to hit 
safely. Before leaving the Red Sox 
dugout, he said to Freddie Lynn, the next 
batter, "when I hit one off the wall, I 
want you to drive me in.” 
That was perfectly all right with Fred­ 
die Lynn. He wasn’t about to argue. 
Fisk then stepped in against Darcy, a 
stringy right-hander out of Troy, Ohio, 
and when he hit a sinker that was down 
and in on him, the ball took off quickly 
and began veering inside out toward the 
foul pole up against the left field wall. 
"Don’t go foul! Don’t go foul!” he 
hollered, as if that could possibly in­ 
fluence which way the ball would go.

Q When the Red Sox are in the field and make an out other than 
at first base, how come they don’t throw the ball to Carl 
Yastrzemski? — A1 Young 
A You noticed that, too Well, Yaz is 36-years-old and he’s better 
off conserving his energy instead of getting into that ceremonial 
ritual of whipping the ball around Also, he's a natural outfielder, 
not a first baseman, and not used to such frills There’s no sinister 
ostracism in his lack of participation 


Q How old was Mark Spitz when he won seven gold medals at 
Munich9 Has anyone bettered his records9 If so, by who and how 
much? — D L. 
A Spitz was born Feb 10, 1950, which made him 22 (practically 
antiquated) at his Munich one-man show Of course, his Olympic 
records still stand, but of the four individual world marks set in 
Munich, the 100and 200-meter free style records have been beaten: 
by Jim Montgomery, at :51.12 in the 100, and Bruce Furniss, at 
1:50.80 in the 200 He still holds the 100 and 200-meter butterfly 
records 


Q Why wasn’t Dwight McDonald, who has been the most ex­ 
citing receiver of the San Diego Chargers, drafted by any NFL 
team this year? After all. he did lead the nation’s colleges in 
catching passes last year, at San Diego State? — J.L. 
A Another case of the pros’ slide rules for talent not being 
precise They said the 6-3 ball hawk wasn’t fast enough He doesn’t 
have sprinter’s speed (neither does Oakland great Fred Bilet- 
nikoff. whom they don’t even bother to time any more), but he’s 
fast enough In inner football circles, the hint of some racial 
prejudice — the pros aren’t interested in a black wide receiver 
without swift. 


Q. We are considerably aware of the offensive ability of Johnny 
Bench but don’t see statistics about his defensive abilities, such as 
how he ranks in fielding percentage, successful theft of bases and 
number of runners picked off base? — Dick Ehlers. 
A First. Bench has won the Golden Glove, picked by writers for 
defensive ability, for all seven of his years in the majors. In '74, on 
fielding percentage, he finished in a virtual dead heat with Milt 
May of Houston: May, 9932; Bench, 9927. There are no rankings 
kept on catchers throwing out runners. During last season, only 48 
bases were stolen against the Reds and 36 runners were thrown out 
attempting to steal. Not many challenge Bench’s right arm so 
figures wouldn’t mean much. 


Q How can the Denver Nuggets of the ABA afford $3 million to 
pay David Thompson and more than $1 million for Marvin 
Webster? — Jack S. 
A. First, those rookies don’t get that money all at once so it’s not 
right out of pocket. Second, the Nuggets claim that despite the big 
salary, they can break even by averaging 8,000 paid per game. And 
this coming season, moving into a new 18,000-seat arena, they con­ 
fidently expect to sell 10.000 season tickets to ensure instant profit. 


Q. Who do you think will be the top rookie in pro football this 
year? — Sam Dodd. 
A I don’t think it’ll be Atlanta’s top-picked Steve Bartkowski 
because the young quarterback will suffer from his supporting 
cast. Nor will it be Randy White of Dallas because he doesn’t 
figure to play enough behind middle linebacker Lee Roy Jordan, 
nor any other first-round selection in the NFL though several will 
win starting jobs. My surprise choice is a man who wasn’t even 
picked 1-2 by Oakland — Louis Carter, the runner from Maryland 
who’ll give the highly rated Raiders what they need most, a quality 
back who can go outside.

MOSCOW (U P I) - The 
Soviet Union today soft-landed 
its Venus 9 spacecraft on cloud- 
shrouded Venus, earth's closest 
planetary neighbor, Moscow 
radio said 
Russia launched Venus 9 last 
June 8 and followed it with 
Venus 10 on June 14 
The Soviets said the main 
vehicle was successfully placed 
into orbit around the planet and 
the descent vehicle landed at 
8 13 a m, Moscow time (1:13 
a m EDT). 


“ A unique image of the sur­ 
face of the planet in the landing 
place was obtained for the first 
time in the conditions of the 
planet’s atmosphere.” the Tass 
news agency said. 


In July 1972, the Soviet Venus 
8 probe survived for less than 50 
minutes on the planet before be­ 
ing silenced by crushing at­ 
mospheric conditions and sear­ 
ing temperatures.

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Moratorium 
'loophole' 
closed 


County supervisors adopted 
on second reading Monday an 
ordinance 
that 
county 
authorities 
acknowledged 
closes a loophole in water and 
sanitary districts where 
moratoriums have been 
declared от the South Coast. 
But County Building Officer 
Raymond Nokes said a 
residence is already being con­ 
structed in Montecito on the 
basis of having a huge bottled 
water supply. 
The ordinance change now 
prohibits bottled water as being 
a proven source of water where 
a property owner seeks to build 
a home 
Nokes said the bottled water 
supply — constituting 2,000 
gallons in a tank in a garage — 
was sufficient for him to issue a 
building permit before this 
loophole was closed Monday. 
He said the property owner 
evidently intends to renew the 
supply every week or 10 days 
The ordinance is now being 
reworded to require that water 
be supplied by a public source, 
by a water-course or by an ap­ 
proved private source to be 
eligible for a county permit in 
the Goleta, Montecito or Sum- 
merland districts where 
moratoriums are in effect. 
Nokes declared he checked 
with the county counsel’s office 
before giving out the permit. 
The Montecito Protective and 
Improvement Assn. had in­ 
formed the county supervisors 
it heard of the permit issued on 
the basis of a bottled water sup­ 
ply, but thought the permit had 
been withdrawn. It was because 
of this case, association presi­ 
dent David M. Yager said, that 
the ordinance was in need of be­ 
ing tightened. Yager since an­ 
nounced he will run for First 
District supervisor in the 1976 
election. 
Nokes declared that the 
Montecito resident who is 
building the home with bottled 
water the only source of water 
supply isn’t too badly off in the 
way of fire protection, either. 
“ He has a fire hydrant right in 
front of his house.’’ he said. 
The ordinance previously left 
the door open for bottled water 
use by saying only that and 
“ adequate supply of potable 
water” was required for a per­ 
mit. 


Supervisor Robert E. 
Kallman said he wondered if a 
spring could be utilized to serve 
proposed new homes. 
Nokes replied that where 
small water systems have been 
approved and tank storage 
provided homes can be so 
served and are being served un­ 
der the health department ap­ 
proval. 
The Montecito association in 
pointing to the need to prevent 
other builders from getting per­ 
mits on the 
basis of having 
bottled water supplies said that 
such a supply could lead to in­ 
adequate landscaping, exces­ 
sive truck traffic and unattrac­ 
tive 
storage 
facilities. 


CD supplies 
set for 
inventory 


The Board of Supervisors was 
informed Monday the county 
administrative office “ will look 
into” the storage of medical 
supplies and equipment of the 
Civil Defense Emergency 
Hospital in Carpinteria Valley 
and determine if the site is the 
best location for it. 


This came after County 
Supervisor James M. Slater 
called on the supervisors to con­ 
sider the fact that some of the 
supplies have never been used 
and are deteriorating after 14 
years. He felt some of the more 
perishable supplies meanwhile 
might be put to more practical 
use in the county. 
Assistant Administrative Of­ 
ficer David Smith said the civil 
defense emergency equipment 
had to be “ kept in readiness and 
not fragmented...otherwise it 
wouldn’t be usable in an 
emergency.’’ 
But the board agreed that 
certain steps should be taken to 
have the medical supplies and 
equipment inventoried and 
materials seen as no longer 
suitable identified and 
eliminated 


Also, it was agreed that such 
an inventory be accomplished 
annually in the storage area at 
the Carpinteria County Water 
District 
and 
that 
the 
emergency hospital be stored 
for civil defense or disaster use 
only. 


Administrative Officer Ray­ 
mond D. Johnson’s recommen­ 
dations along these lines came 
after an inspection was made of 
the emergency hospital on Oct 
7 by his office

Maltreatment of tv animals 


W'ASHINiiTON - Those appealing 
animals, which star in movies and tv 
commercials, are often maltreated. 
Some have been brutally killed 
These are the findings of the Humane 
Society of the United States whose 
wildlife expert. Sue Pressman, posed as 
a film producer to gather the grim 
details 
Performers 
and crewmen, upset 
by the animal abuse, 
aiso provided informa­ 
tion 
The Purina cats, 
which appear so con­ 
tented in the tv com­ 
mercials. apparently 
are miserable in real 
life ‘‘('age after cage 
of cats, kept for use in 
the Purina tv commer­ 
cials," were packed 
with “ .10 to 40“ 
animals, the unpublished study charges 
"It was apparent that the cages hadn’t 
been cleaned for several days.” 
A month after inspecting the cages, 
the undercover Sue Pressman returned 
to see what had happened to the cats. She 
was told, according to the Humane 
Society, that many "had died from some 
kind of disease She... surmised that the 
owner of the training facility” had saved 
money by getting the cats from animal 
shelters and avoiding full inoculations. 
The society also discovered that "the 
fox used in the Audi Fox auto commer­ 
cials (had) a diet card calling for nothing 
but two chicken necks a day, an extreme­ 
ly meager diet” 
Also, “the bear that had starred in the 
Beverly Hillbillies tv series (was) living 
in a cramped cage, with no evidence of 
reward for the thousands of dollars it 


must have earned for its owner.” 
Worse, the report alleges that an im­ 
patient trainer "killed a well-known 
television lion by hitting it over the head 
with a two-by-four.” Another animal 
handler allegedly "put out a trained 
cougar’s eye ” And part of a herd of 
horses narrowly escaped being blown up 
for a Western intent on .showing action. 
In her disguise as a producer, Mrs. 
Pressman told one trainer she needed a 
grizzly bear for her film. He suggested 
“ that he could spray paint on a brown 
bear to make it look like a grizzly.” 
She found temperatures in California 
animal ghettos often reached "as high as 
110 degrees.” A trainer said he planned 
to deprive a bear of food for 34 days to 
cow it into performing, the report 
charges. 
In sum, the Humane Society found 
Hollywood guilty of "inhumane training 
methods, including the withholding of 
food and the use of force, a total lack of 
preventive veterinary medical care 
(and) diets that fail to meet... nutritional 
requirements.” 
The animal quarters were also “ filthy, 
unsanitary (and) too small for necessary 
exercise.” In what seems an understate­ 
ment, Mrs 
Pressman concluded: 
"Things are much worse than I an­ 
ticipated” 
Footnote: A Purina spokesman denied 
that its tv cats have been mistreated. He 
said the company had issued strict 
orders calling for humane handling of all 
Purina cats. Audi told us it is deeply con­ 
cerned about the Humane Society’s 
charges and is investigating. Producers 
of the Beverly Hillbillies noted that the 
series was filmed years ago and that 
they are no longer responsible for the 
bear We also spoke to trainers who in-

Shared concern

('alifornia does not

In other States, 
however, the repeal 
laws 
have 
been 
t hwart ed mai nl y 
because of the possibility of a state’s los­ 
ing all federal highway safety funds and 
10 per cent of federal highway construc­ 
tion funds Efforts are now shirting to 
the national level in an attempt to 
remove the threat of federal penalties 
against states rej>ealing helmet laws 
Five such bills are now pending in 
('ongress 
To the claim that helmets themselves 
cause accidents and injuries, the 
National Highway Traffic Administra­ 
tion replies that it knows of no factual 
data to support this contention On the 
contrary, a 1974 analysis comparing 
helmet efficiency in Michigan (which 
has a helmet law) and Illinois (which 
does not have a helmet law) found that 
motorcycle crashes in Illinois resulted in 
"almost three times more serious or 
fatal head injury than similar accidents 
in .Michigan” 


But what about the argument of motor­ 
cyclists that it’s nobody’s business but 
their own if they want to risk having 
their skulls smashed’ 


A Federal District Court in Mas­ 
sachusetts recently upheld the state’s 
law on helmets in this 1972 opinion: 
"While we agree with plaintiff that the 
act’s only realistic purpose is the preven­ 
tion of head injuries incurred in motor­ 
cycle mishaps, we cannot agree that the 
consequences of such injuries are 
limited to the individual who sustains the 
injury 
"...The public has an interest in 
minimizing the resources directly in­ 
volved. 
"From the moment of the injury, 
society picks the person up off the 
highway, delivers him to a municipal 
hospital and municipal doctors; provides 
him with unemployment compensation 
if. after recovery, he cannot replace his 
lost job. and, if the injury causes perma­ 
nent disability, may assume the respon­ 
sibility for his and his family’s sub­ 
sistence 
"We do not understand a state of mine 
that permits plaintiff to think that only 
he himself is concerned.” 


THOUGHTS W HILE SHAVING 
We heard a rather long speech last 
weekend in Newport Beach where we at­ 
tended an editor’s conference by a vice- 
president of RCA from Trenton, N.J. He 
told of RCA’s plans to launch a com­ 
munications satellite in a stationary 
position over the earth to provide com­ 
munications link-ups with all of the 50 
states. It will be the first U.S. commer­ 
cial satellite and the future of com­ 
munications will no doubt change in the 
next five years Such fascinating pos­ 
sibilities. particularly for people in our 
business of communicating ... We also 
heard a talk by Gerald Warren, former 
assistant press secretary to ex-President 
Nixon and President Ford and now the 
editor of the San Diego Union. His ex­ 
periences during the last days of 
Watergate were also extremely in­ 
teresting Warren came out of the ad­ 
ministration relativelv unscathed.

DIRTIEST BUSINESS: We recently 
described a whole arsenal of eavesdropp­ 
ing devices, which the government uses 
to spy on private citizens 
We neglected to mention that the 
government has set the style for the 
commercial world as well. As one 
observer put it, modem science has 
made snooping "the fastest growing but 
dirtiest business in the world.” 
Michigan Blue Cross and Blue Shield, 
for example, uses elaborate equipment 
to monitor telephone calls from the 
public Unknown to the callers, super­ 
visors at Blue Cross listen in on the 
telephone conversations between its ser­ 
vice representatives and private 
citizens. 
Other Michigan companies, such as 
Montgomery Ward, Sears and even 
Michigan Bell itself, eavesdrop on 
telephone callers. 
In Georgia, firms using telephone 
monitoring equipment at least are 
required to register with the state. The 
public is alerted by an asterisk, which is 
placed next to the firm’s name in the 
phone book 
Among the companies marked with an 
asterisk are Greyhound Bus, Georgia 
Power, Pan American Airways and 
Delta Air Lines 
Informed sources tell us there is mas­ 
sive use of monitoring devices by private 
companies. These not only are used to 
overhear telephone conversations; 
businessmen also place tens of thousands 
of bugs in competitors’ showrooms, in­ 
surance offices, lawyers’ offices, hotel 
rooms and elsewhere. 
Legal experts believe this electronic 
surveillance may be a violation of the in­ 
dividual’s constitutional right to privacy. 
This is the view of Dale Kildee, a 
Michigan state senator, who conducted 
his own investigation of electronic 
monitoring. 


He warned: "Big Brother, doesn’t just 
jump in with a big splash. Big Brother 
creeps in and then he’s there” Big 
Brother, of course, was the ever-present, 
all-seeing, all-knowing eavesdropper in 
George Orwell’s concept of 1984. 


In more ways than one, 1984 is getting 
closer 


Footnote: The companies mentioned 
in this report claim they employ 
telephone monitoring to improve their 
service A spokesman for Michigan Blue 
Cross, for example, confirmed that the 
company has been monitoring calls for 
10 or 15 years. The service represen­ 
tatives are aware of the monitoring but 
the public is not. he said The eavesdrop­ 
ping is used "for quality control pur­ 
poses only,” he emphasized 


John Connally, who is most probably 
off and running for the presidency, will 
nevertheless lose neither his time nor his 
listeners’ if, as is most likely, he fails to 
achieve his goal. Because he is saying 
most forcefully, before many audiences, 
things that very much need saying. And 
his style is a pleasure to hear: it is the 
style of the old self- 
confident America. 
You hear him talk for 
only two minutes 
about oil men and sud­ 
denly you wonder why 
it was. exactly that oil 
men became the skid 
row aristocracy of 
congressional 
muckrakers. 
But listen to what 
John 
Connally 
proposes for New 
York City. First, he 
says — and at this point it is hard to find 
anyone to disagree with him — New 
York must be made to put its financial 
house in order. That means that ex­ 
penses must be reduced to match 
revenues; and that elected officials of 
New York City will have to surrender the 
power to exceed their budget, said power 
vesting, now, in a politically- 
unreachable body designated with the 
responsibility to enforce a federal agree­ 
ment with New York City. 
This agreement having been effected, 
says Governor Connally, there is a role 
now for the federal government The 
government should "come on in with 
mavbe five billion dollars or something” 


which sum should be doled out by a one- 
man “ RFC-type” appointed by the presi­ 
dent. The Jesse Jones in question would 
have the power, in the event New Yorit 
defaulted on its obligation to a balanced 
budget, to stop payments immediately 
and call in past sums due. Conceivably 
the bail-out operation might last "twenty 
years or so.” 
Mr. Connally’s point is that all that can 
reasonably be expected from New York 
City is that it begin balancing its budget 
— not that it come up with the money to 
pay obligations as they fall due. It is, he 
says, properly the function of the federal 
government to defend New York as a 
last resort because New York is 
something of an international capital. 
Asked whether this wouldn’t establish 
a precedent, Mr. Connally gets a little 
vague. He agrees that around the 
country, the John Lindsays of this world 
would be tempted to spend their cities 
right to the eve of bankruptcy — going, 
then, to Washington, asking for similar 
treatment to that given to New York 
City However, he says, there would also 
be a counter-temptation to moderation, 
because other city governments, viewing 
the humiliation of New York City, now 
something of a ward of Jesse Jones, 
would take care not to follow New York’s 
wastrel course. 
But there is a counter-argument of 
greater force, surely. The basic problem 
of the city is the intractable labor union. 
New York City’s extravagances are, on 
close study, less in the matter of open- 
handedness with welfare, though there is 
vast waste there too, than an incapacity 


to arrive at sensible arrangements with 
the city’s employes. 
The teachers who strike periodically 
do so in violation of state and municipal 
laws, and after getting substantially 
what they want, return in time to catch 
their students up on all the lessons they 
missed about the lawlessness of the Nix­ 
on Administration. But nothing appears 
to work in restraining these great 
bureaucracies, so that in New York City 
you will find many sanitationmen retir­ 
ing after 20 years’ service wiüi a pension 
that exceeds the base pay of a 
sanitationman. 
These excesses no municipal leader 
who hopes for re-election has the kidney 
to resist; so that many mayors, though 
they might rage against the coming of 
the night, welcome the end of their prac­ 
tical power. Let them decry the par­ 
simony of Washington, and shed the 
blame for the new austerity. 
"What is the alternative?” Governor 
Connally asks. Senator Buckley has ad­ 
vised a shrewd re-wording of the 
bankruptcy laws, the purpose of which 
would be to permit revenues to be used in 
such fashion as to look after the needs of 
the city, and the obligations to the 
bondholders, in other than the rigid order 
of priorities specified under existing 
bankruptcy laws. Whatever the end of it, 
we find a strange amalgam of city-loving 
intellectuals who seem every day to be 
banding together more and more firmly 
in calling for the effective abdication of 
municipal self-government. This is an 
expensive price to pay for interceding in 
behalf of one city’s bondholders.

the foundation blocks of the American 
political-governmental 
process 
and 
public citizens have long looked on bad 
faith as little more than tennis elbow of 
the soul. 
Ever since Parson Weems warped the 
truth about George Washington, and 
grew rich and famous doing it, fic- 
tionalization has become an accepted, 
almost mandated, religion with officials 
fascinated by the remaking of reality. 
Examples have been on most tongues 
in all moments of Washington history. 
George Washington lied to the Indians, 
Tom Jefferson lied to the blacks and 
Richard Nixon lied to everyone. Ac­ 
cording to author Clinton Rossiter, 
"There has not been a great leader in 
this century who wouldn’t be devious at 
certain times for his own ends.” 
One recalls, almost with amusement. 
Lyndon Johnson rallying hawk support 
among troops in Korea (Halloween, 1966 
by imagining: "M y great-great- 
grandfather, you know, died at the 
Alamo” 
Bemusement, perhaps, is the only fit­ 
ting reaction to government’s preoc­ 
cupation with bunkum. But often it is 
most difficult to laugh. David Wise, in 
his book "The Politics of Lying,” re­ 
minds us that in 1971 when mechanical 
errors 
provoked 
a 
false 
national 
emergency alert, government humbug 
was in effect prepackaged to deceive 
what during a real alert would have been 
a terribly frightened public. 
Wise 
says 
the 
government 
had 
prerecorded tapes, ready for use by the 
federally controlled Emergency Broad­ 
cast Station, assuring Americans that 
the enemy had struck first with atomic 
weapons, that retaliation was massive, 
and that the "probability of victory is 
g(K)d ” 
Watergate, it was thought, would 
change all this deception. Moralists have 
for months agreed with Rep. Donald 
Fraser (D-Minn.) who believes the day 
has ended when society penalizes people 
for lying to their government but not vice 
versa Yet that day has not ended, the 
sun is still high on official fabrication To 
paraphrase Oliver Wendell Holmes, a lie 
remains the handle to fit all political 
sins 
Thus Wilbur Mills, when caught when 
the stripper, called her merely "a good 
family friend"; and Richard Heims, an 


ambassador, late of the CIA, denies U.S. 
intervention in the affairs of Allende’s 
Chile; and Nelson Rockefeller shabbily 
tells southern politicos he’s from their 
cloth. 


Actually. Watergate created naught 
but the illusion of a new Washington 
morality. Everybody’s for honest, even 
more than ever, but nobody’s for it 
enough to bring it about. The only 
meaningful proposal in Congress, for in­ 
stance. the Watergate Reorganization 
Act. a bill, that among other things, out­ 
laws government lying, still languishes. 


The antilying measure would force a 
$10,(X)0 fine or five years in jail for 
government employes who obstruct 
federal functions by fraud, and would 
also penalize those people, such as Presi­ 
dent Decent, who lie to Congress. But 
there isn’t what you’d call an urgency to 
pass the new law. 


And perhaps a law should not be pas­ 
sed. Legislating honesty is a trick even 
Moses found evasive Moreover, as one 
critic of the antilying bill puts it. smil­ 
ing uncomfortably. "If we threw out 
everybody who colored the truth in this 
place, we wouldn’t have anybody left ” 
Quite right Besides, there is the fair 
argument that honesty is an attainment 
few of us have reached, thus government 
must and should represent the sins as 
well as the saintliness of its people. 


So the lying continues — too bad. 
David Wise says the arrogance here is 
such that many officials consider it their 
right to dupe How disconcerting How ill 
boding For like Sam Butler, it’s not the 
lying most of us mind, it’s just that we 
hate inaccuracy
